ECONOMICAL MANAGEMENT 

After a year and a half of dual management of the State 
institutions, this Board believes that the entire responsibility of 
the finances and management should be under the control of one 
board; and the sociological part of the work, which includes the 
welfare, admittance, and probating of the inmates should come 
under the administration of another board. To have an eco- 
nomical and efficient management of the institutions, this is imper- 
ative, as it is a well known fact that no two boards can successfully 
handle finances and management of any institution or business 
without conflict. At present one board appoints officers 
fixes salaries, maintains discipline and admits inmates. The other 
board purchases the supplies, has charge of all work performed, care 
of the buildings and grounds, and is responsible for the financial 
condition of the appropriations, but has no control over the officers 
who use the supplies and material and who are directly over the 
work of the inmates. 
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LABOR AND UPLIFT OF PRISONERS 

PAROLE 

The Board believes that a parole law should be enacted that 
this State may compare favorable with the more advanced states. 
The law whereby prisoners are paroled after serving part of their 
sentence, retaining their freedom as long as they live up to their 
parole, has been in successful operation in several states for a 
number of years. We believe that such a law would be an incen- 
tive to the criminally inclined, tending to make them honest and 
industrious citizens. 

QUALITY OF SUPPLIES 

While it has been the policy of this Board to save the State 
the greatest amount of money possible, it has at no time permitted" 
that desire to overbalance the importance of providing, for the in 
mates of our various institutions an abundance of wholesome and 
nutritious food and suitable clothing. Purchase of supplies and 
clothing are made from samples forwarded to this Board for in- 
spection. The supplies provided to the inmates of our penal and 
charitable institutions are fully up to the standard of the quality of 
articles used in the average family of Rhode Island. 

It is very pleasing to the Board to be in receipt of favorable 
criticisms from the superintendents regarding supplies furnished. 

METHOD OF PURCHASING 

The Board has been anxious at all times to establish the most 
efficient system of purchasing possible, and to this end has added, 
from time to time as experience would justify, such safeguards as 
would be helpful; and has gradually prepared specifications for the 
larger part of the supplies used, and is now submitting twice each 
year proposals to furnish supplies. Awards are made to the lowest 
bidders — quality of material or work being the first consideration.

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involve a checking of the Cash into the channel to which it finally 
goes. One of the officials stated that while he had a certain 
amount of Cash on hand belonging to the State, there was money 
due for the sale of a cow, but he has absolutely no financial boola 
of record to show it. 

The foregoing statements represent indirectly that the Cash 
on hand in the several institutions is the amount as stated. So 
far as actual Cash at the institutions is concerned, this is not so. 
The total is represented at the several institutions by both Cash 
and vouchers for money paid out. It has been the custom, as I 
am informed, to draw from the Cash belonging to the inmates, 
such sums as would be required from time to time for petty pur- 
chases. In many cases in addition to this, money belonging 
to the inmates has been used to pay advances in salaries of differ- 
ent persons employed at the institutions, and vouchers given to 
the person in charge of the money which would be cancelled and 
the Cash belonging to the inmates reimbursed when the State paid 
these salaries. In the case of the Cash at the Providence County 
Jail, I will say that the Warden, Mr. Davis, states that he deposit- 
ed $1,200.00 to his credit as Warden, in the Mechanies National 
Bank in Providence, and on January 25th of this year he drew 
out $100.00 of it. leaving a balance of $1,106.77 to his credit 
which was the balance June 30th of this year as per information 
obtained from said bank. In the case of the Wallum Lake Sana- 
torium, I have excluded the Cash which belonged to the United 
States Government, taking it for granted, as a matter of course, 
that your Board has nothing whatever to do with it. 

I call your attention to these conditions for two purposes; 
first, that you may understand the exact conditions concerning 
the handling of the Cash, in so fai* as it relates to disbursing it tem- 
porarily for the purposes stated, and also for the purpose of im- 
pressing upon your mind the fact that if you desire an audit of the 
institutions, it is positively necessary that a system of accounts be 

introduced.

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BOND ISSUE FOR THE CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 



For many years there has been a persistent demand for 
buildings and improvements of many kinds at the several State 
institutions. 

Because money had not been provided as needs arose, con- 
ditions at these institutions had become very unsatisfactory. While 
such conditions were general in every institution, the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane at Howard was in the most wretched predic- 
ament. The buildings being crowded far beyond their capacity 
the need of modern sanitary structures was imperative to replace 
the old wooden ones which could no longer be tolerated. Be- 
fore the old buildings can be removed, however, new ones must 
be provided to care for the inmates. 

To meet the urgent need for betterment of conditions, this 
Board caused to be introduced in the General Assembly, at the 
January session of 1913, several resolutions to authorize appro- 
priations for buildings and equipment of the same under its finan- 
cial management; but because of financial conditions then existing 
your Honorable Body deemed it inadvisable at that time to ap- 
prove these resolutions. 

Thereupon this Board made a request for a Bond Issue to 
provide for the needs of the institutions in a more general way. 
This proposition your Honorable Body authorized and the reso- 
lution was approved by His Excellency, Governor Aram J. 
Pothier, April 29, 1913. 

At the special election held on the third day of June 1913, the 
people approved the Bond Issue for the Charitable Institution 
Loan. 

An Act Ordering a Special Election Submitting to the Electors 

Propositions to Issue Bonds. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. A special election shall be held on the third 
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day of June, A. D. 1913, for the purpose of submitting to the 
people of the state for their approval or rejection the following 
propositions: 



CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS LOAN 

Shall the general nssembly be authorized and directed to 
provide for the issue of state bonds, not to exceed the amount of 
one million two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, the 
proceeds of which bonds are to be expended in providing per- 
manent improvements at the state institutions, as follows: 

For the construction of new buildings at the State Hospital 
for the Insane, in the city of Cranston, six hundred thousand dol- 
lars. 

For repairs and permanent improvements at the State Sana- 
torium at Wallum Pond, in the town of Burrillville, twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 

For a new hospital for advanced cases of tuberculosis, one 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

For a new building and improvement at the Rhode Island 
School for the Feeble Minded, in the town of Exeter, one hun- 
dred and fifty-five thousand dollars. 

For repairs and permanent improvements at the State Home 
and School for Children, in the city of Providence, forty thousnnd 
dollars. 

For repairs and permanent improvements at the Rhode, 
Island Institution for the Deaf, in the city of Providence, five 
thousand dollars. 

For the construction of new buildings, equipment, repairs, 
and permanent improvements at the State Institutions, in Cranston 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

These bonds shall be issued from time to time in such amounts 
and upon such terms as the general assembly may hereafter de- 
termine.

IMPROVEMENTS ADVOCATED IN 
OUR REPORT OF 1912 



In our report of one year ago, we advocated the following: 
Central Utility Building, which would include a store, refrig- 
erating plant, bakery, and in general a headquarters for supplies 
of all kinds. 
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Railroad siding for the better handling of coal, etc. 

Auto trucks for the transportation of commodities in a more 
economical manner. 

Lighting System and Water Service to be installed and main- 
tained on the reservation. 

The Board desires again to reiterate that the carrying out of 
these plans will be advantageous to the State, and should be com- 
menced at once. 

The Board consulted with the several superintendents and the 
boards directly in charge of the admittance of inmates to the in- 
stitutions in order that your Honorable Body should have avail- 
able, definite and accurate knowledge of the most urgent needs,' 
with such data, plans, estimates, and information as would enable 
you to determine the amount of money that should be provided 
during the present year. 

For this purpose this Board, after consulting with the Attor 
ney General as to its authority to employ architects, etc. and be- 
ing assured by him that in his opinion it was not only a duty, but 
in this way only would be able to furnish your Honorable Body 
with the information you should have, consulted with several ar- 
chitects as to the most effective method of procedure, and it ap- 
peared to the Board that the best course would be to employ 
competent and reputable architects. The following were request- 
ed to confer with the superintendents as to the special require- 
ments for their respective institutions and present studies for this 
Board's consideration.

The Crescent Garment Company did not commence actual 
production until late in February, because of the necessity of in- 
stalling new machinery, etc. 

The change from the Sterling Manufacturing Company, which 

paid 30/ per dozen shirts, to the Crescent Garment Company, 

paying 50/ per dozen shirts and additional for mechanics' work 

on machines, increased the revenue from $24,185.04 in 1912 to 

^ $42,930.56 in 1913. 

The additional revenue to the State from this contract alone 
over the year 1912 will be sufficient to pay all salaries of the 
members of the Board of Control and Supply and the clerical 
staff of the office. 
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Because of the unsanitary character of the old piggeries at the 
State Hospital for the Insane and the State Farm, many pigs have 
been lost each year. Tne large amount of garbage at these in 
stitutions makes the production of pork a substantial source of rev- 
enue to the State. A cement piggery is now being constructed 
on the State Farm property.

STATE FARM 

The filter beds on the State Farm property, which are used 
in disposing of sewage from the entire group of institutions on 
the reservation in Cranston, should be reconstructed, owing to 
the unsanitary condition of the present bed.

At the beginning of the ear when this Board submitted its 
estimates, there were 212 children in the Home, and the estimate 
for this institution was made on that basis. Before the appropri- 
ation bill was passed, this number was increased to 235 and thi» 
increase forced an unavoidable deficit. The increased number of 
children over the estimated number at the per capita cost of $209 
per year practically equals the entire sum of the deficit. It being 
obligatory to care for these children, lYvete ^2l% tvo iltetnatiye.

STATE SANATORIUM 

At the State Sanatorium in the coming year the bakery should 
be moved to the new service building and furnishings for this 
building should be provided. The steam pipes in the tunnel from 
the boiler house to the main building should be properly braced. 
The electric wires operating the pump should be taken from the 
tunnel and placed in outside conduits to give better protection 
against fire. At present, if a fire should occur in the main build- 
ing it would cause a break in the main connection between the 
pump house and engine room, with consequent loss of power 
when most needed. 

As fresh eggs and chicken form a large part of the food for 
inmates of this institution incubators should be purchased. 



SUMMARY OF IMPROVEMENTS AND WORK COM- 

LETED DURING THE YEAR 1913. 

RHODE ISLAND INSTITUTE FOR THE DEAF 

During the year many improvements have been made at this 
institution, namely: granolithic floors laid in the basement; new

RHODE ISLAND SCHOOL FOR THE FEEBLE MINDED. 

The increasing of the accomodations of this institution is one 
of the most important needs of the State. At the present time 
there are in the institutions in Cranston about one hundred and 
fifty inmates, who should be placed in the Rhode Island School 
for the Feeble Minded. 
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PROGRESSIVE FARMING METHODS 



The Board of Control and Supply, being convinced that the 
farm lands of the several institutions at Cranston could be made 
vastly productive by progressive methods, has called upon the au- 
thorities of the Rhode Island State College to formulate scientific 
farming plans for guidance in future years in the conduct of this 
important factor in the proper management of these institutions. 

There is no reason to doubt that these farms could be made 
to produce practically all of the vegetables, dairy products, poul- 
try, eggs, fruits, and other produce which now must be purchased 
in large measure to supply the needs of the inmates of these in- 
stitutions. 

This Board is not disposed to be severely critical with regard 
to the methods and practice heretofore in vogue, but it is impressed 
with the belief that the State should have the benefit of all that 
may be done to increase production by the application of scien- 
tific principles in the crop planning, cultivation and soil treatment 
which it maybe possible to utilize in endeavors to increase the yield 
from farm lands of the State. 

In courteous compliance with a request submitted to President 
Howard Edwards of the Rhode Island State College at Kingston, 
G, E. Adams , Professor of the Department ot Agronomy at the 
college, has made a preliminary survey of the farms. The Board 
has been assured that a comprehensive report will soon be 
available offering suggestions as to the best manner of lay- 
ing out fields, fertilizer treatment,and cultural methods including 
the most efficient rotJition practice, machine equipment, and other 
information to be obtained from scientific study of the producing 
power of the different soils in various parts of the several farms. 
The study which is to be made along these lines will include con- 
sideration of measures to be taken for improving the live stock on 
the State's farms with regard lo numbers and efficiency of the in- 
dividuals as producing units. 

With proper development of such plans, under competent 
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supervision, with large acreage of tillable lands, and a great force 
of workers available from among the inmates, the farm should be 
made of much greater productive value to the State 

Successful operation of the farm under improved methods will 
not only be a factor in reducing the burden upon taxpayers for the 
support of the institutions, but will also be of further value to the 
community in ratio with whatever increase of foodstuffs maybe 
brought about. 



PRELIMINARY REPORT OF G. E. ADAMS, 
Prof. Agronomy, R. I. State College, Kingston R. I. 



Kingston, R. I., January 21, 1914 

Board of Control and Supply, 

State House, Providence, R. I. 
Gentlemen:- 

In compliance with a request received through your secre- 
tary December 22, 1913, for an examination of the several farms 
at the institutions in Cranston, visits were made to these institu- 
tions on January 7th and 10th. The object of these visits was to 
make a preliminary survey of the field and to determine in a gen- 
eral way the work to be undertaken. 

These farms include land upon three different soil types, the 
Miami silt loam, Warwick sandy loam and Norfolk coarse loam. 
All three of the types are of such a physical make-up as to be ser- 
iously affected by a lack of moisture. Many of the apparently 
small crops yields obtained during the past three years may prob- 
ably be explained by the drought conditions which have extend- 
ed over this period. In the vicinity of Providence many of the 
market gardeners on these same types have suffered from several 
crop shortages except when they have been so situated as to prac- 
tice irrigation.. 

ROTATION PKACTICE 

In general a more definite rotation should be followed than 
has been practiced in the past. This rotation would assist mater- 
ially in controlling diseases, some of the insects and the humus 
supply of the soil. In some cases at least, owing in part to the 
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lack of suitable land, the same crop has been grown continuous- 
ly for several years. The "adoption of a more definite rotation 
would enable the growing of a more vegetable matter for turning 
under and thus possibly lesson the expenditure for stable manure 
which is now being made. This would be highly desirable as the 
car manure which is now received appears to be very strawy and 
of low quality, satisfactory results from the use of which can be ob- 
tained only after the material has been composited for several 
months. Resistance to drought by improving the physical condi- 
tion of the soil would be increased if more green material were 
grown for plowing under. 

SWINE. 

Upon the occupation of the new piggery now under con- 
struction, only healthy animals should be placed therein. To 
that end I would recommend that no animals be moved from any 
of the present quarters where outbreaks of disease have occured 
during the past two y 3ars. The necessity for this procedure is to be 
particularly emphasized in the case of the herd at the Insane 
Hospital where there has been an outbreak of cholera. Under 
no circumstances should any swine be moved from this farm to 
the new quarters as such procedure would be liable to result in 
the transportation of the disease to the new quarters although no 
cases of cholera may have occured within several months. The 
problem can probably best be handled by moving only healthy 
brood sows and boars, allowing all stock pigs to be fed until time 
for slaughtering upon the farms where they now are. 

CATTLE. 

At all. the institutions records are kept of the daily production 
of each individual cow, thus giving a basis for the study of the 
individual. Within a short time I shall study the rations being 
fed in the different herds with view of possible recommendations 
looking to the improvement of the ration either in cost or in its 
effect upon the milk yields. 

season's procedure. 

As a results of the visits, it seems as though the following 
procedure for the coming summer would give the best results. 
First, a study of the fields as at present laid out, looking to 
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a re-arrangement and grouping under a definite rotation practice. 
Second, a study of the soil needs through fertilizer tests 
upon the several farms. This would consist in supplementing the 
fertilizer treatment as ordinarily practised by applications to certain 
section of the field of additional quantities of nitrogen,, phosphoric 
acid nnd potnsh for the purpose of determining, first, whether any 
particular one of these elements is lacking, second, to determine 
whether the total amount of fertilizer as at present applied is such 
as will give the best and most economical return. From these 
tests it should be possible to suggest changes in fertilizer practise 
which would result in improve crop yields. 

Third, a study of the varieties of vegetables and farm crops 
now being grown to ascertain whether they are the best for the 
particular purposes and soils upon, which they are being grown.

The General Assembly at the January session in 1913 ap- 
propriated $513,000., plus receipts, tor the maintenance of the 
State Institutions in Cranston. The institutions were maintained 
within that sum, including the payment of a deficit of $102,620.67, 
the amount of bills unpaid in 1912, and there remains from the 
appropriation a credit balance of $74.23. 

As shown in the summary, the actual cost of maintaining these 
institutions for the year 1912 was $519,620.79, while for the year 
1913 the actual cost of maintenance was $501,692.70, a reduction 
in the cost of maintenance amounting to $17,926.09, as compared 
with 1912. 

This reduction in maintenance was made notwithstanding the 
fact that there was an increase of thirty-seven (37) in the average 
number of inmates to be cared for. The average cost of support- 
ing the inmates per capita was $168.29 for the year 1913 as com- 
pared with $176.50 for 1912. 
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In the financial report of the institutions at Cranston, the list

Dear Sir:— 

As directed by you, I have verified the cash received by your 
Board during the year 1913 from the officials at the several State In- 
stitutions and from other sources, and find that the amounts so re- 
ceived by the State Board of Control and Supply have been paid 
into the State Treasury. 

In verifing the amounts received from the State Institutions, 
and in checking them into the State Treasury, it was found that 
the receipts in the State Treasury from the Institutions did not in 
all cases a^ree with the amounts as having been received by the 
B3ardot Control and Supply. This was noticeably so in the 
case of the receipts from the State Sanatorium at Wallum Lake. 
The books of the State Treasurer exhibit receipts from the Sana- 
t )rium of $4,476.05, while the books of the Board of Control and 
Supply exhibit receipts of but $126.25. The difference was occa- 
sioned by payments direct to the State Treasurer of sums at vari- 
ous periods aggregating $4,349.80. In the case of the School for 
Feeble Minded, the State Treasurer's books show receipts of 
$126.00 more than do the books of the Board of Control and 
Supply, although the entry in the State Treasurer's books states 
that the money was received from the Board of Control and Sup- 
ply. A tracing of the payment of this amount showed that it was 
paid by the Board of Education the money being sent origi- 
nally to the Board by the Superintendent of the School for Feeble 
Minded. 

This explanation of the differance in the statements of cash 
received by the Board of Control and Supply and the amount 
which the State Treasurer shows was received from these Institu- 
tions is made for the purpose of setting forth the fact that the 
amounts received by the Board of Control and Supply had been 
properly accounted for and to bring to mind the thought that as 
a large portion of the money received from the State Institutions 
is paid in the first instance to the Board of Control and Supply, 
which by the way is the controlling Board, that all money so re- 
ceived should in the first instance be paid to this controlling Board. 
In other words, it should have entire control in this matter or no 
control, there should be no divided cotv\to\*

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From the arched entrance a cement concrete walk 128 ft. long by 
7 ft. wide has been laid and raised to grade, extending to the main 
driveway at the Warden's house. Midway in this walk a bridge has 
been constructed with stone parapets and wing walls, thus giving a 
future opportunity for a water garden or like effect. 

Just inside the arch was erected an octagonal lodge of stone with 
a pagoda roof with interior finish of rook plaster in liHrht colors. This 
makes a comfortable waiting room for visitors. 

Graded and made a new lawn between the farm houses and 
moved the privet hedges to a line with the street. 

Built a new road of telford construction for a farm entrance with 
retaining walls and piers of blue stone.
